The four, who will serve in the First Quorum of the 
Seventy, are; Ronald E. Poelman, 49, of Los Altos, 
Calif., vice president and secretary of Consolidated 
Freightways, Inc.; Derek A. Cuthbert, 51, of Not- 
tingham, England, president of the Scotland Edin- 
burgh Mission; Robert L. Backman, 56, an attorney 
in Salt Lake City, now serving as a Regional 
Representative of the Church and Rex C. Reeve, Sr., 
63, of Salt Lake City, president of the California 
Anaheim Mission. 

The new appointments bring the number of 
General Authorities of the Church to 66, including 
47 in the First Quorum of the Seventy, who devote 
elt ume to the worldwide administration of the 

urch. 


Ronald Eugene Poelman, now a Gospel Doctrine 
teacher in the Sunday School of the Los Altos Third 
Ward, served seven years as counselor to President 
Richard B. Sonne of the Palo Alto Stake, two years 
as bishop and as a high counselor, bishop’s counselor 
and part-time seminary teacher.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Salt Lake City Police 
Sunday took excommunicated Mormon Byron 
Marchant to jail after church security officers 
arrested him for allegedly trespassing on Temple 
Square during the church’s 148th annual General 
Conference. 

Marchant was excommunicated from the church 
last year after he cast a lone dissenting vote against 
a church leader during the church’s October con- 
ference. He had for several months been protesting 
his church’s ban of blacks from its priesthood. 

No mention of the incident or of the black ban was 
made during the conference sessions. A handful of 
dissident Mormons accompanied Marchant. They 
remained outside Temple Square and were not 
arrested. 

A police officer who identified himself as Detec- 
tive Chapman handcuffed Marchant inside the west 
gate near the Mormon Tabernacle where hundreds 
of people were lined up for the conference’s closing 
session. 

Marchant, 36, a former Mormon church custo- 
dian, told officers he still considers himself a mem- 
ber of the church. Earl Jones, church security direc- 
tor, told Marchant he was trespassing on private 
property and gave him an opportunity to leave. 

Marchant refused and then was handcuffed and 
frisked by city police. z

save something out of every dollar you earn; third, 
avoid using credit cards and charge accounts for in- 
stallment purchases and fourth, budget — do not 
live beyond your means. 

President Ezra Taft Benson said it is the respon- 
sibility of the heads of families to support 
wholesome influences for their children in govern- 
ment, schools, in the home, in neighborhoods, in the 
stores and local theaters. He said, “Too many 
parents-are not involving themselves in the affairs of 
their communities on the ground that they have not 
received specific instructions from Church leaders.” 


President Benson continued, “Pray for civil 
magistrates and leaders even when you do not agree 
with them. Pray for the leaders of the Church. Pray, 
as you have been counseled, that the doors of the na- 
tions of the world will be opened to the preaching of 
the gospel. Obey the laws of your country; rebel not 
against civil authority. Do your duty as citizens.” 
No time for contention was the theme of Elder 
Marvin J. Ashton. ‘We only have time to be about 
our Father’s business. Contend with no man. Con- 
duct yourselves as gentlemen with calmness and 
conviction, and I promise you success.” 


He said the Church must take a stand and remain 
firm in its convictions, and when certain people or 
organizations try to provoke us into contention, we 
should not argue or retaliate or contend with them. 


He said, “Ours is to explain our position through 
reason, friendly persuasion and accurate facts. Ours 
is to stand firm and unyielding on the moral issues of 
the day and the eternal principles of the gospel.” 

Elder Eldred G. Smith said many think any 
problem will be answered by the Lord for us, either 
through prayer or a priesthood blessing, “but the 
final decision must be yours.” 

“Use your God-given right to choose honesty 
against dishonesty, decide early in life to go on a 
mission, decide to teach the gospel all your life, 
teach by your own actions, live a good clean life, 
decide against immorality and pornography.” He 
also stressed choosing to live the law of celestial 
marriage, studying the scriptures and keeping the 
commandments of the Per 


President Marion G. Romney said prayer is the 
most oft repeated command given by God. It is “the 
ney which unlocks the door and lets Christ into our 
ives. 

He said Nephi’s pondering was a prayer, and 
noted Doctrine and Covenants 25:12 where the Lord 
says to Emma Smith, “My soul delighteth in the 
song of the heart; yea, the song of the righteous is a 
prayer unto me.” 

President Romney said, “The purpose of prayer, 
however, is not to appease a vindictive Deity; nor is 
it to court favors from an indulgent Father. It is to 
attune ourselves with that spirit or light which 
‘proceedeth forth from the presence of God to fill the 
immensity of space.’ (D&C 88:12)” 

Just as man communicates with the Lord through 
prayer, the Lord communicates with man through 
revelation which comes through ‘“‘the spoken word, 
by personal visitation, by messengers from the Lord 
such as Moroni, through dreams, by way of visions, 
and by the voice of the Lord coming into one’s mind. 
Most often, however, revelation comes to us by 
means of the still small voice,” he said.

President Spencer W. Kimball con- 
cluded the session and counseled: the 
fathers of the church to fulfill their 
roles as patriarchs in their homes. 


“This role becomes more vital with 
each passing day as new challenges to 
the strength and sanctity of the home 
arise,” he said. “The family is the 
basic unit of the Kingdom of God on 
earth. The Church is no healthier than 


President. Kimball 
priesthood holders of the evil in- 
fluences that can enter the home 
through ,radio, TV, magazines and 
newspapers and urged them to be 
worthy watchmen over the influences 
that enter their homes. 


Noting that many of the larger cities 
in the world have several newspapers, 
President Kimball asked church mem- 
bers to “bring into your home that 
newspaper which is most compatible 
with the teachings and standards of 


President Kimball next talked about 
the ways his life had been influenced 
by the youth organizations of the 
church and he recounted several

chosen from among the people, not transported from 
another planet, dramatic as that would be,” he said. 
Another poor excuse is people think the men called 
to be prophets lack prestige. 

In the Welfare Services session of General Con- 
ference, Saturday, President Kimball said it is up to 
the Priesthood Quorums and Relief Society to teach 
members of the Church to be conscious of their diet, 
health and physical fitness. He also re-emphasized 
having a one-year supply of food and clothing on 
hand and having some cash saved up. 

As far as welfare services are concerned, he said, 
“Work to the extent of your ability to provide your 
family with spiritual and temporal things. Be self- 
reliant and independent.” 

Barbara B. Smith, General Relief Society Presi- 
dent, presented a slide show during the Welfare Ses- 
sion which stressed preparedness for old age. “Have 
a good attitude towards old age, strengthen your 
family ties, prepare financially, have hobbies,”’ she 
said. It is also important to have good health prac- 
tices, such as keeping the Word of Wisdom and con- 
trolling weight, she said. 

Elder Boyd K. Packer of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles, said the welfare system is a self- 
help system, not a handout. “You should not be em- 
barrassed to ask for assistance. However, you should 
take care of your own material needs, then ask for 
welfare — do not call upon the government at all.” 


The importance of women was also expressed in 
General Conference. President Kimball, quoting I 
Corinthians said, ‘ “A good woman,’ as the scrip- 
tures tell us, ‘is the glory of the man.’”’ 

He said, “Women have claim on their husbands 
for respect, fidelity and thoughtfulness, for in that 
subtle, sweet relationship that should obtain bet- 
ween men and women, there is partnership with the 
priesthood.” 


Elder Neal A. Maxwell told the brethren to notice 
how the prophets treat their wives and honor 
women, and to do likewise. 


Elder Maxwell continued saying, “God trusts 
women so much that He lets them bear and care for 
His spirit children.” He also stated he had special 
admiration for the ‘“‘unsullied single women” of the 
Church. “They make wise career choices even 
though they cannot now have the most choice career. 
Though in their second estate they do not have their 
first desire, they still overcome the world.” 

The Church’s stand against abortion was reaffir- 
med and the concern of the increasing number of 
child abuse cases was expressed by President Kim- 
ball. “Let no Latter-day Saint parent ever be guilty 
of the heinous crime of abusing one of Christ’s little 


Elder O. Leslie Stone said having a temple 
marriage, maintaining good relations with each 
other, talking things over calmly and resolving dif-. 
ferences promptly and disscussing financial needs of 
the family were important issues in having a suc- 
cessful marriage. 

He gave four guides to money management in the 
family. The first is to always pay tithing; second,

“T. remember going to Sunday 
School,” he said. ‘TI E aliews that I 
received a great deal of inspiration for 
the foundation of my life in this 
place...

President Kimball’s favorite 
memories include the songs he sang in 
Sunday School.

In another song President Kimball 
sang, “that the children may live long 
and be beautiful and strong.” “I wan- 
ted to live a long time,” he said, ‘“‘and 
be beautiful and strong, but I never 
reached it.” 

In ending -his talk, President Kim- 
ball bore his testimony that God lives 
and that members of the church bear 
the priesthood, the binding power of 
God. “ ‘I know that God lives, I know 
that Jesus Christ lives,’ said John 
Taylor, my predecessor, who said, ‘for I 
have seen him.’ I bear this testimony 
to you brethren this night.”

But here at last is a 
motion picture which 
directly examines the 
Griving force behind all 
the craziness. 

The plot is shallow but 
the direction, acting and 
music compensate for it. 
The effect is a dynamic 
slice of late 50s life and 
an entertaining film. 

Set in New York City 
in 1959, the movie 
recreates the madness 
and exhilaration of the 
period when youth 
across America were 
finding an identity and 
release for pent-up emo- 
tions in a new musical 
phenomenon. 

In a dimly lit control 
room, a disc jockey nuz- 
zles a microphone and 
announces, “I’m Alan 
Freed and this is rock ’n’ 
roll.”” Little Richard’s 
voice screeches over the 
air waves, ‘““A-wop bop- 
a-loop bop-a-lop bam 
boom.” 

The lives of the main 
characters pulsate with 
Freed’s music. Four 
black kids harmonize on 


a street corner. A pony- 
tailed teenager writes 
songs for them, and 
together they hope to get 
Freed’s attention so he 
will launch them into 
stardom. 


Meanwhile the disc 


McIntire renders a sen- 
sitive protrayal of super- 
promoter Freed, an af- 
fectionate big brother to 
the kids but hotly vin- 
dictive toward the 
detractors of rock and 
roll.

jockey, a hero to the 
youth, is fending off irate 
adults and plotting law 
enforcement officials 
who are convinced the 
“big beat’? is ruining 
their children. 

Underlying the action 
is a constant stream of 
oldies, many of them 
familiar.

The depiction of Freed 
is obviously white- 
washed, however. We do 
get a glimpse of the disc- 
jockey’s intemperate 
drinking habits, which 
led to his early death in 
1965. 

But there is barely a 
mention of his accep- 
tance of thousands of 
dollars in payola from 
record companies, a vice 
which brought about his 
professional downfall. 
Screenwriter John Kaye 
would prefer to have us 
believe Freed’s career 
was ruined by bigoted of- 
ficials. Nevertheless, the 
heroic figure we see in 
the film is probably best 
for the feeling Kaye is 
trying to establish. 

Laraine Newman of 
“Saturday Night Live” 
does all right in her film 
debut as Teenage 
Louise, the young song 
writer whose parents are 
unappreciative of her 
talants and apprehen- 
sive of her relationship 
with the black singing 
group. 

The generally weak 
story line is brightened 
by some poignant mo- 
ments. Freed decides to 
do an impromptu radio 
interview with Artie 
Moress (Moosie Drier), 
the pubescent. president 
of the Buddy Holly fan 
club. He tearfully 
recounts his feelings 
upon hearing of Holly’s 
tragic airplane crash. 

The merit of the film 
undoubtedly lies in the 
music. Supervisor 
Kenny Vance, formerly

of Jay and _ the 
Americans, deserves 
plaudits for bringing 
together a menagerie of 
musicians who faithfully 
recreate the big beat. 
They are featured in a 
detailed depiction of one 
of Freed’s rock and roll 
shows at the Brooklyn 
Paramount Theater. 

Best of the bunch is 
the Chesterfields, the 
street corner singing 
group Freed discovers. 
Vance hastily assembled 
four New York musi- 
cians who harmonize 
well in the genre of 
Frankie Lyman and the 
Teenagers and Little 
Anthony and the Im- 
perials. 

Mormon viewers will 
be offended at a sprinkl- 
ing of blue humor in the 
film. Chuck Berry’s 
dynamic performance is 
marred by his use of 
dirty lyrics in ‘Reelin’ 
and Rockin’.’’ For- 
tunately, the smut does 
not permeate the film 
and can be ignored. 

Despite a lukewarm 
story line and other 
flaws, Murtux has 
managed to capture the 
excitement of the time, 
and turn out a fun film. 
The danger is that to- 
day’s sophisticated 
movie goers may not un- 
derstand. The rock 
culture has been a fact of 
life for two decades now 
and they may wonder 
what all the tumult was 
about. 

The whole thing seems 
so innocent in light of 
later events. The focus 
would soon shift to the 
California surfing sound. 
Later would come the 
British invasion, and 
still later, the acid rock 
period with its drugs and 
free sex. 

But it would never be 
the same again. 
Frustrated teenagers 
finally had an art form 
that was all their own. 
As Teenage Louise tells 
Freed, “I never had 
anything until I had the 
music.”’ And. perhaps 
that’s the reason Freed 
and his devotees were 
proud to sing, “Rock ’n 
Roll is Here to Stay.”

wins Classic

Demonstrating a well-

The Classic, which 
began Thursday, in- 
cluded Northern 
Colorado, -Regis College 
of Denver, the Univer- 
sity of Utah and BYU. 

After defeating Regis 
and No. Colorado earlier 
this week, BYU faced off 
against the U of U _ im- 
mediately after the LDS 
priesthood session and 
came away the decisive 
winner 4-1. 

The Utes: got off to a 
quick lead scoring early 
in the period, but BYU 
came back with 7:15 left 
in the first period and 
tied the score one-all off 
the goal of freshman 
Randy Jensen, assisted 
by LeRon Crapo and 
Bobby ‘Gerber. 

Jensen came right 
back in the second 
period and scored his 
second of three goals 
with 17:06 remaining. 
Again Crapo got the 
assist along with 
Malcom Kano. 

The BYU: attack 
didn’t stop there, less 
than a minute later tak- 
ing a steal and assist by 
Dave Hills to Dave 
Clark, who scored to 
make it 3-1. 

Late in the second 
period BYU was forced 
into a penalty killing 
situation as one of the 
Cougars had to sit it out 
in the penalty box. 
Coach Walt Mehr said, 
“Tn the second period we 
did our best penalty kill- 
ing of the season.” 

Jensen put the icing 
on the cake late in the 
third period to gain the 


hat trick, scoring three 
goals, when he scored off 
an assist from Robert 
Pierson and Jack 
Thomas. 

Both BYU and Utah 
were undefeated going 
into Saturday’s game. 
The Cougars defeated N. 
Colo. in the first game 5- 
0 and squeezed by Regis 
Friday night 6-5. Utah 
defeated Regis 6-4 and 
N. Colo. 7-6. 

BYU’s victory in the 
Classic wasn’t the only 
good news the Cougars 
had. Coach Mehr an- 
nounced the formation 
of a new collegiate con- 
ference in the area. The 
league, called the Rocky 
Mountain Inter- 
collegiate Hockey 
Association, will include 
BYU, Regis, N. Colo., 
Utah, yoming and 
Colorado State. 

“We want to get into 
college hockey rather 
than Senior A,” Mehr 
said, ‘We are still an ex- 
tramural sport, and the 
only way we will ever get 
intercollegiate status is 
to get into intercollegiate 
hockey on a starting 
basis.’ 

The league will have 
two divisions, one on 
each side of the Rockies, 
Mehr said. ‘‘Play should 
begin Nov. 1,” he added. 
Mehr was selected as

The season isn’t over 
for the Cougars though.

From jungle drums 
and smoke signals to 
radio and television, 
man has been concerned 
with what goes “‘on the 
air.”’ Many feel the sole 
responsibility of broad- 
casters is to provide in- 
formation, while others 
feel it is to provide enter- 
tainment. Governments 
have created laws, 
regulations and codes, 
all in an effort to provide 
what ‘‘the public 
wants.” 

The big networks 
select programs which 
will attract the largest 
commercial audiences, 
but not necessarily those 
the public wants. 

KBYU-TY, is a public 
broadcast station, and 
strives to meet the 
special needs of the com- 
munity not being met by 
commercial television. 
The BYU-owned station 
was recently ranked 18th 
in the nation for percen- 
tage of viewership. 

In November 1976, 
BYU President Dallin 
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Oaks announced the un- 


iversity’s committment 
to make KBYU-TV the 
family television station 
of Utah. At the time of 
Oak’s televised announ- 
cement, KBYU-TV 
General Manager Bruce 
Christensen 
acknowledged the 
danger involved in tak- 
ing such a position. 


Suitable programing 


‘‘We knew at the 
time,” said Christensen, 
“that we would probably 
have to eliminate some 
programs that other peo- 
ple would like to see but 
that would not be 
suitable for the family 
television station of 
Utah. But we also 
recognized that the time 
was right — that a 
family television station 
was needed, considering 
some of the programm- 
ing that was available on 
the other channels.” 

The 1976 Nielsen Sta- 
tion Index, (a national 
rating index), showed 
that approximately 11 
percent of the viewers in 
Utah, Salt Lake, Davis 
and Weber counties, 
were tuned in to 
KBYU—TV, Channel 
11, during prime time 
(6:30 p.m. to 10 p.m.) 
during the week. 

But the most recent 
rating by the Nielsen 
group, taken at the end

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of 1977, indicates that 
listenership had more 
than doubled since then 
— that 23 percent of all 
families in the KBYU 
viewing area are tuned in 
to Channel 11 in prime 
time during the week. 
This puts KBYU-TV 
18th in the nation among 
PBS stations. 


‘I, Claudius’ 


Joe White, program 
manager at KBYU-TV, 
notes that certain 
problems have emerged 
because of the decision 
to change programming. 
“Once we took that posi- 
tion, there were some 
shows we decided not to 
air ... but in the case of 
‘I, Claudius,’ we were 
caught by surprize and 
had to drop the show in 
the middle of the series. 
We felt for what our goal 
was, we had to do it.” 


Program canceled 


Jon Howe, assistant 
promotion manager, ex- 
plains, that Channel 11 
dropped “I, Claudius” 
for two main reasons: 1) 
“We felt we were sold a 
bill of goods, and 2) 
KUED in Salt Lake City 
was running the series 
and those in the com- 
munity who wanted to 
see it could still do so.” 


Howe continues, “In 
one episode in the mid- 
dle of the series, 
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Caligula, a Roman em- 
peror, goes mad and per- 
forms an abortion on his 
sister and then eats the 
fetus. The bloody nature 
of that just isn’t suitable 
for the family.” 

A viewer wrote the sta- 
tion from Kaysville 
blasting the program: “T 
heard the most vulgar 
and profane language I 
have ever heard on your 
Channel 11. I realize 
that this program 
probably came from 
PBS but I truly believe 
that they should be 
screened, and 
eliminated in cases such 
as I have described.” 

The difference bet- 
ween programming in 
1976 and the family 
oriented programming of 
1977 is more or less a 
state of mind, Howe 
says. ‘That decision, 
however subtle, has kept 
the family foremost in 
programming.” The 
change has brought such 
programs as the Family 
Classics — Robin Hood, 
Ivanhoe, Lorna Doone, 
ete. 

Howe says the change 
has evidently pleased 
KBYU’s viewers because 
the ratings have clim- 
bed.

The BYU 
group took first place. 


These and many other 
successes have been 
achieved despite the jazz 
facilities at BYU, which 
Taylor describes as 
‘‘miles behind’’ the 
California and Texas un- 
iversity programs. And 
the caliber of BYU musi- 
cians is getting better 
each year. 

“This year, especially, 
the group likes to play 
stuff from independent 
composers,” he notes. 
“It allows us more 
freedom of interpreta- 
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tion. A sign of challeng- 
ing music is if it sounds a 
little different each time 
you play it.” 


The band members 
love a challenge, as was 
evident at a recent 
rehearsal. After lamely 
struggling through a new 
piece, Taylor asked, “It’s 

ard — do you want it?” 
The answer was a 
resounding, “Yes!” 


Even with challenges, 
Synthesis manages to 
combine several dif- 
ferent aspects of a 
professional musical 
group, including enter- 
tainment, a polished 
performance and im- 
rovisation. Often, the 
and decides what to 
play a mere five minutes 
fore going on stage, or 
even during the middle 
of a concert. This makes 
for an informal at- 
mosphere, an exchange 
between audience and 
performers that BYU 
students really “dig.”

“T don’t know what 
they do, but I get in- 
volved,’’ says Dixie 
Woodward, a faithful 
Synthesis fan from 
Franklin, Idaho. 
“There's something 
about their concerts — I 
just can’t sit still. The 
only bad thing is that it’s 
hard to go to sleep after 
attending a Synthesis 
concert.” 

When the band was 
first organized in 1969 
listeners were hard to get 
for a while, Taylor 
recounts. But support 
has grown quickly. 

“People are beginning 
to realize jazz is a 
legitimate art form and 
not something just for 
rock-and-roll kids,” he 
says. 


After rehearsal, I 
watched as these 
creators of ‘“‘a legitimate 
art form’’ took on the 
guise of average blue- 
jeaned students, put 
their instruments away, 
slung backpacks over 
their shoulders, and set 
off for home to hit the 
books. 

The room was quiet. 
There was no sign 
remaining of the musical 
high I had just experien- 
ced. 

But it was not the end. 
I was hooked — and 
there is never an end 
once you’ve been hooked 
on jazz.
